Response to Amendment 

1 . The response filed on May 27, 2005 is acknowledged. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 


Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "...manually- 
operated control lever, hinged at a first end thereof to the pivot..." recited in claim 10 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
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of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The disclosure, as originally filed, fails to disclose 
"...a manually-operated control lever, hinged at a first end thereof to the pivot..." recited 
in claim 10. The disclosure fails to teach a manually operated control lever and an 
actuating lever connected to the hinging pivot. 

6. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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Claim 9 recites the limitation "the handle" in line 9. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. Claims 3, 5, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Takagi (5,979,800). 

Takagi discloses a spray gun comprising: a manually operated control lever 6; an 
intercept valve 7; an activating lever 4; a pin 3. 

8. Claims 3, 5, 6, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Becker et al. (4,005,824). 

Becker discloses a spray gun comprising: a manually operated control lever 31; 
an intercept valve having pin 39; an activating lever 48; an elastic element 49. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed May 27, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Takagi is a sprinkler nozzle not adapted 
for water cleaner apparatus, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention 
must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in 
order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim 
drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference 
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as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 
1967) and In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Applicant argues that the prior art dos not disclose an activating lever which is 
aligned along an axis passing through the pivot of the control lever and the hinging pivot 
of the activating lever when the device is in the rest position. First, the functional 
recitation merely requires the ability to perform. Second, the claim fails to define "a rest 
position."
